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influences Would be correspondingly strong and useful. 

It is desirable too, that provision should be made for 
research in pure science which must aiways precede 
aoplied science, but this perhaps may be left at present 
to private endeavor and special endowments. It is to 
be noted, however, that there ie very little endowment 
of sclentific research in Canada, 

With reference to laberatory space for industrial 
research, Queen's University would offer three or four 
laboratories fer specified researches in chemistry, a 
laboratory for metallurgical investigations, another for 
investigation of ores. Space would alse be made avail- 
able for investigations of the properties of cements and 


‘her materials of construction, and for the solution 
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of prebleme in connection with electrical manufactures, 
and the manufacture of steam engines and other machines.
